The construction of the "RUSKIN HOUSE,"

An advantage of the knife edge is 
that it will shear through dirt, paint skins or wood 
chips which would otherwise be squeezed between 
broad surfaces thus preventing the casement from 
closing perfectly. The casement is of rolled 
metal and the corners are welded or dovetailed 
and brazed. The hangings are heavy and strong 
and turn upon hard gunmetal centres. The 
method of FIXING is described upon page 15.

The distance from sill to floor should be stated* 

An elevation of each complete window or series of windows should 
INVARIABLY be furnished, in order that horizontal and vertical 
leads may be correctly ranged through. For shaped work, full size 
templates should be sent or the correct radius of curves quoted in inches. 

Always state whether the glass is required opaque, semi-opaque, or 
transparent. 



UNPACKING: 



Packing cases should be unpacked in an upright position, the leadlights 
carefully lifted, always vertically, and STOOD AGAINST A 

SLOPING BOARD AGAINST A WALL. If 

they are leant against an upright wall without the medium of a sloping 
board, the cement in the leads will break and the glazing become leaky. 

This is a most important precaution and occasions less trouble in the 
observance than in the breach.

AS TO FIXING LEAD GLAZING. 

FIXING INTO WOOD REBATES. 

Leaded lights must be well bedded into the rebates with oil and redlead 
putty. If loose beads are employed, they should also be bedded with 
putty, care being taken not to pinch and crack the glass when sprigging 
in. Wood frames must always be primed or painted before puttying. 



FIXING INTO STONE OR WOOD GROOVES. 

The leaded lights should NEVER be bent or sprung into the 
grooves, or they will invariably leak. The "leaf" of the outer lead 
should be doubled back in order to pass the sight line, the leadlight 
slipped into position, and the leaf of the lead straightened out again. 
The window should then be pointed up with mastic cement. 

Tall windows, such as Church windows, are made in sections varying 
from 3 to 4 feet high, and the method of fixing is as follows : 

The bottom section of the leadlight is first placed in position, the leaf 
of the bottom lead of the second section is then opened, and lapped or 
"flashed" over the top lead of the bottom section

SHEET GLASS varies in thickness from 15oz. to 
26oz, to a square foot. 21oz. glass is an average 

thickness for lead glazing, 26oz. being sometimes necessary* 
The quality varies considerably according to the price 
per foot super. The cost of simple leaded lights is quoted 
upon pages 141 and 198. 

ROLLED CATHEDRAL GLASS is made in two 

kinds, single rolled and double rolled. The former is 
more opaque but the latter is preferable by reason of its 
better translucence. Both are made in whites and in a 
variety of tints and colours. 

Cathedral glass should only be employed in whites or in 
pale tones t as heavily coloured cathedral is flat and crude. 
Double white cathedral is the quietest and least insistent 
of all the inexpensive opaque glasses. 

MUFFLED GLASS has a bright rippling surface and 
may be successfully employed in whites or pale tones to 
give emphasis to the features of an inexpensive lead light, 
it should seldom be employed heavily coloured. 

FLEMISH GLASS has a bold wavy surface and 
obtains much effect. It is made white and in pale tints. 
Where a broad result is desired, Flemish glass may be 
employed in conjunction with wide heavy leads. It is 
specially successful in ceiling and lantern lights. 

" AMBITTI" is the only glass made in fairly large 
sizes that graduates in texture from partial transparency 
to opacity in the one sheet. When made up into lead 
glazing it imparts a delightfully soft and broken effect, 
quite unlike the flat precision of the Cathedral glasses. 
It is an * Academic " glass and rivals u Antique ' ' for the 
purposes of painting and staining. It is, however, only 
made white and in tints, not in full tones. 

u REAM Y SHEET " is a somewhat similar glass as 
to texture and size of sheets but is never made with any 
degree of opacity.

" VENETIAN" is an extremely brilliant glass, 
especially the white. It's surface is convoluted into an 
irregular lozenge pattern. It is mostly employed to call 
into prominence features of a decorative panel, or wholly 
or in part for a Geometrical pattern-sometimes painted 
and stained. It costs about 6 times that of Cathedral glass. 

"ANTIQUE " is the mediaeval glass used throughout 
the history of stained glass. It is made in sheets no 
larger than 22in* by 14in., and of every tint colour and 
texture. It is the most interesting of all glasses, the 
painterjjjdepcnding upon it for many of his results. One 
colour is "flashed" over another in a delightfully 
haphazard and accidental fashion, and the thickness and 
surface varies at the glass maker's caprice. The 
recognition of the beauty and possibilities of Antique has 
revived the craft of the glass painter from its early 
Victorian grave* 



The manufacture of EARLY ENGLISH BOTTLE 

GLASS is due to Mr. E. S. Prior who discerned the 
beauty of glass made in the form of square bottles and 
cut open. It is made in a variety of whites, tones, gold 
pinks and full colours. It is more varied in thickness and 
depth of colour than any other glass- so much so that if 
the whites or tones are leaded into a pattern of simple 
squares, the panel will be found to be rife with interest 
and beauty and needs no painted or other embellishment. 
Pale greens with heavy leads, seem just what are 
needed in a heavy oak door. The cost is from 4/- per 
foot super, 

OPALESCENT glass should be used with much 
restraint and discretion. It is better employed in the 
mosaic treatment of a landscape or similar descriptive 
subjects than for floral or other ornament. By reason of 
its opalescence it is more assertive than any other coloured 
glass.
